Tippit murder," in large part because there is so little meaiiingful evidence. I 
think, frankly, that you'll not get far, except in theorising. 

I do not now recall whether or how much I have on this in Post I-lortem . 

I have no idea where Tippit 's widow is or her name after she remarried but 
I've never heard anything indicating in any what that she is 'willing to cooperate 
with anyone.
